BRIAND AND GEORGE CONFER TODAY

Berlin, April 23.—The German reparations proposal will 


he dispatched to President Harding for transmission to the 
Allies immediately after the meeting of the cabinet which be- 
gan before noon here today, according to reliable information 
These proposals, it was understood, include increased cash 
payments to be offered, a bigger plan for reconstruction in 
France and some form of international credit. Leaders were 
confident that the cabinet today would determine Germany's 
linal position upon the reparations question. 


While the details of the offer were closely guarded it was 


learned authoritatively that the proposal will be presented to 
the United States for transmission to the Allies in conformity 
with Secretary Hughes' offer. 


Paris, April 23.—France is determined to occupy the Ruhr 


district to penalize German default of her reparations pay- 
ments on May 1, regardless of the American attitude on medi- 
ation it was learned scmi-officially today. Premier Briand left 
for England today bearing Marshal Foch's detailed plans for 
military action. At ,the same time it was stated semi-officially 
that the interchange of communications between 
Germany 


and America would not change France's course of action. 


London, April 23.—While details of the proposed Allied 


occupation of the Ruhr district will be discussed tomorrow at 
the conference of Premier Lloyd George and Briand there 
was every indication today thit no final determination would 
be reached until Germany's new reparations proposals are re- 
ceived through America. The opinion in official circles is that 
the new proposals will be of scuh character as to warrant con- 
sideration in view of the more conciliatory attitude adopted in 
Berlin. Lloyd George was to meet Briand at Dovef 
immedi- 


ately after two o'clock this afternoon.
